Few experienced card players will 
be surprised to learn that men and 
‘women have diverse card tastes. Ac- 
cording to the survey, Rummy, Soli- 
taire and Contract Bridge are the 
gamés most often enjoyed by the 
ladies while the men prefer to play 
Poker, Pinochle, Gin. Rummy and 
Cribbage. 

However, women’s interest in 
Poker, often considered to be strictly. 
a “man's game,” turned out to be 
mildly surprising. Almost a third of 
all the women interviewed admitted 
that they have played it.
